S OME THINGS TO BE UNDERS TOOD. 


Inaug uration day does not furnish a fitting 
occasion for the display of partisan v iews, 
and it would hav e lieen improper for Presi­ 
dent Harrison to g iv e ex pression to sentiments 
that would g rate harshly upon the ear ot his 
predeci s < r. 
Yet he found before him a na­ 
tion g reater than any occasion, anti he was 
forced to assert certain principles that lie at 
the v ery foundations of justice and rig ht. 
On these matters he did not refrain from 
speaking plainly , and it will be well for the 
people to take them into serious study and 
consideration. 
For the new President is a 
man who does not conceiv e that the duties of 
his ofllcc are “ merely ex ecutiv e.” 
He lx - 
liev es on the contrary that they stand in inti­ 
mate relation to ev ery rig ht and the entiic 
welfare of all the people. 
He reminds the country , for instance, that 
slav ery is g one, and with it the last obstacle 
to the establishment of an American sy stem 
of protection, national in its scope and l>eno- 
fits. 
lie discerns that the hostility of certain 
persons and interests to the protectiv e sy stem 
is founded on the old slav ery prejudice and a 
ling ering fondness for the condition of affairs 
that slav ery produced. 
These men and their 
interests are g iv en notice that that they are 
in the way of national prog ress, and that 
they must prepare for the coming of those 
div ersified industries that are sure to call into 
political activ ity ev ei^' v ote without reg ard 
to race, for the protection of the whole- 
Gen. Harrison is quite as ag g ressiv e in his 
declaration of a protectiv e policy in this in 
aug ural address, as Mr. Clev eland was in his 
opposition to that policy in his last messag e 
to Cong ress. 
And with a Cong ress Republi­ 
can in both Houses, and with four y ears be­ 
fore him in which to urg e and impress these 
v iews, it is safe to assume that there is g oing 
to be such tariff leg islation under his admin­ 
istration as will satisfactorily settle the rev e­ 
nue question, at least in its relations to the 
industries of the country , for the nex t twenty 
y ears. 
Then there is a hint to the Solid South in 
relation to the suffrag e that the present polit­ 
ical masters of that section will do well to 
heed. 
The President is not g oing to hav e 
“ any special ex ecutiv e policy for any sec 
lion of our country .” The laws that are 
g ood enoug h for the nation are g ood enoug h 
for the South. 
The rig ht of suffrag e which 
is the foundation of the g ov ernment is as 
much the rig ht of Southern as of Northern 
men, and it is to be impartially upheld ev ery ­ 
where. 
And he reminds them that the con 
s!itu*ion has g iv en Cong ress a jurisdiction 
ov er the electiou of Representativ es which 
has not y et been ex ercised, but he adds sig ­ 
nificantly that “ no power v ested in Cong ress 
or in the ex ecutiv e should remain unused up­ 
on occasion,” and he insists that a pro|wr 
occasion for such ex ercise will be presented 
whenev er it is necessary to preserv e the purity 
of the suffrag e. 
The South will learn from 
this that a man is in the Presidency who pro­ 
poses to hav e a fair v ote ev en if he has to en­ 
force the law as Grant enforced it. 
He is a 
soldier, and knows the proper use and proper 
limitations of the military power. 
The departed administration has succeeded 
s > 
well 
in 
squandering the surplus in 
tie Treasury 
that 
the 
President 
docs 
no' find it larg e enoug h to worry about. 
The e are a g ood many houorable and useful 
way s in w hich the surplus can be applied. 
There is y et a debt to be paid, the nav y needs 
streng thening , the building of American 
steamships is to be encourag ed, and a broader 
and more g enerous peusion sy stem is adv ised. 
But there is no need of breaking down our 
tariff or seriously injuring any domestic in­ 
dustry , and from this day forth the surplus is 
not to be useel as a club for beating the 
working men or menacing capital inv ested in 
manufactures. 
On the whole, President Harrison’s inaug u­ 
ral makes an ex celleut platform for the Re­ 
publican nartv to stand upou. 
It is broad, 
square and firm. It cov ers the whole g round. 
There is not a line in it which a sing le Re­ 
publican 
cannot 
endorse, 
or which is 
not in consonance with the policy and beliefs 
of the 
for thirty y ears. 
And 
General 
Harrison is g oing to be a Republican Presi­ 
dent in all that the term implies. 
This is an­ 
other of the truths that it is hig hly important 
for those people who hav e hitherto liv ed 
upon political fraud to understand. 


FORTY-EIGHT YEARS AGO. 


A copy of the New York Trib u n e of J une 
16, 18 41, kindly furnished u> by ex County 
Clerk Tibbals of this city , shows how^slow 
were the processes of news-g athering in the 
first half of the century .

had then been dead two months and twelv e 
day s, but this number furnishes n full report 
of the speech deliv ered by Gen. Lewis Cuss, 
then Minister to France, at a meeting of 
American citizens in Paris on the 10th of 
May , in v indication of the dead President 
from aspersions cast upon Harrison’s militaiy 
character 
and achiev ements 
during the 
preceding political campaig n 
by 
news­ 
papers 
of 
Cass’s 
own 
party . 
Thirty -six 
day s 
elapsed 
between 
the j 
death of the President and the deliv ery of the 
speech, and thirty -sev en between the deliv ery 
and its receipt and publication in New York 
In these day s of teleg raphs and cables the 
speech would be in process of “ setting up’1 
in ty pe while it was y et fulling from his lips 
and would be upon the streets for sale with­ 
in fifteen minutes after the utterance of the 
last sentence. 
And the eulog y itself would 
be in process of deliv ery while the funeral 
serv ices on this side of the Atlantic were y et 
in prog ress. 
An editorial by Mr. Greeley on the retire­ 
ment of Martin VanBuren from the Presi­ 
dency also occupies a place in the issue, 
thoug h Mr. VanBuren had been out of office 
nearly two months and a half. 
The prov o 
cation for this article was a complimentary ad­ 
dress by the Democratic members of the New 
York Leg islature to Mr. VanBuren in which 
his economy is praised and the fact that he 
turned “ ov er to bis successors a considerable 
balance of av ailable funds” is duly com­ 
mented upon. 
Mr. Greeley replies to this 
by

the [entire receipts of

ocratic economy as the fifteen thousand four 
hundred and fifty -fiist number. which was 
placed on our desk this morning . And each 
number, mentions the displacement of a 
Democratic President by a Harrison. 


HE S POKE IN CONGRES S . 


About a month ag o Cong ressman J ames 
N.',Burncs of Missouri died ct the post of 
duty . 
He had beeu elected to the fifty -first 
Cong ress, and it was necessary to choose his 
successor 111 that Cong ress. 
A Democratic 
candidate was nominated, who hies since been 
elected. 
But this was not all. A Mr. Booker, 
a g ood Democrat, intimated that he would 
like to take a look at CoDg rcss from the in 
side, and he was nominated to fill out the 
balance of Mr. Burnes’s term in the fiftieth 
Cong ress 
which 
ex pired 
y esterday . 
Mr 
Booker was also elected, and came on to 
Washing ton and took the oath of office and 
his seat. 
He was on hand reg ularly and a:i 
interested observ er of the proceeding s. 
But 
not until y esterday did he make his “ maid­ 
en ” effort. The performance is thus nar 
rated by the corresj>ondent of the New York 
Sun :

The Speaker pro te rn - Ho w lo ng f

•‘I o bjec:.” 
Mr. R ice-W ho o bjected ? 
The S|x-aker pro tern.—So me o ne o bjected. 
Mr. Rice—Under the rule he m ust rise and state his 
o bjectio n. 
Mr. B o o ker-I o bjected, but I will withdraw m y 
o bjectio n. 
It was his first, last and o niy appearance upo n the 
Co ngressio nal bo ards. 
This effort is what the state of Missouri 
paid four or fiv e hundred dollars for as the 
cost of electing Mr. Booker. 
Before that 
g entleman leav es Washing ton he will draw a 
salary at the rate of $5 ,000 a y ear for ev ery 
day since Mr. Burnes’s death, and 20 cents 
per mile trav eling fees for his journey from 
Missouri to Washing ton and return. 
He also 
takes an allowance of $125 for stationery and 
a few other perquisites, the total footing up 
aboutj$l,200. 
That little objection, which 
was so hastily withdrawn, cost the country 
the price of two of the late Rev . Mr. 
Beecher’s ablest lectures. 
Our g ov ernment 
is g reat and g enerous and the country rich, 
hut after all it can hardly afford to make it­ 
self ridiculous by indulg ing such liumbug - 
g ery and fraud as this. 
The Gov ernor of a 
state should be g iv en the appointing power 
ov er a v acancy in Cong ress, whenev er it oc­ 
curs within three or four months of the close 
of a term, and allowed full discretion as to 
whether it shall be filled or not.

SOME THINGS TO B E UNDERSTOOD. 


Inauguiation day does not furnish a fitting 
occasion for the display of partisan 
t í c w s . 
and it would have been improper for Presi­ 
dent Harrison to give expression to sentiments 
that would grate harshly upon the ear ot his 
predecís tr 
Yet he found before him a na­ 
tion greater than any occasion, and he was 
forced to assert certain principles that lie at 
the very foundations of justice and right. 
On these matters he did not refrain from 
speaking plainly, and it will be well for the 
people to take them into serious study and 
consideration. 
For the new President is a 
man who does not conceive that the duties of 
his office nre “ merely executive.” He be­ 
lieves on the contrary that they stand in inti­ 
mate relation to every right and the entiic 
welfare of all the people. 
He reminds the country, for instance, that 
slavery is gone, and with it the last obstacle 
to the establishment of an American system 
of protection, national in its scope and bene- 
fits. 
He discerns that the hostility of certain 
persons and interests to the protective system 
is founded on the old slavery prejudice and a 
lingering fondness for the condition of affairs 
that slavery produced. 
These men and their 
interests are given notice that that they are 
in the way of national progress, and that 
they must prepare for the coming of those 
diversified industries that are sure to call into 
political activity every vote without regard 
to race, for the protection of the whole 
Gen. Harrison is quite as aggressive in his 
declaration of a protective policy in this in 
augural address, as Mr. Cleveland was in his 
opposition to that policy in his last message 
to Congress. And with a Congress Uepubli 
can in both Houses, and with four years be 
fore him in which to urge and impress these 
views, it is safe to assume that there is goin 
to be such tariff legislation under his admin 
istralion as will satisfactorily settle the reve­ 
nue question, at least in its relations to the 
industries of the country, for the next twenty 
years. 
Then there is a hint to the Solid South in 
relation to the suffrage that the present polit 
ical masters of that section will do well to 
heed. The President is not going to liav 
“ any special executive policy for any sec 
tion of our country.” The laws that are 
good enough for the nation are trood euoug 
for the South. 
The right of suffrage which 
is the foundation of the government is as 
much the right of Southern as of Northern 
men, and it is to Ire impartially upheld every 
where. 
And he reminds them that the con 
stitu'ion has given Congress a jurisdiction 
over the election of Representatives which 
lias not yet been exercised, but he adds sig 
niticantly that “ no power vested in Congress 
or in the executive should remain unused up 
on occasion,” and he insists that a prope 
occasion for such exercise will be presented 
whenever it is necessary to preserve the purity 
of the suffrage. The South will learn from 
this that a man is in the Presidency who pro 
poses to have a fair vote even if lie lias lo en 
force the law as Grant enforced it.

This effort is what the state of Missouri 
paid four or five hundred dollars for as the 
ost of electing Mr. Booker. 
Before that 
;entlemnn leaves Washington he will draw a 
salary at the rate of $5,000 a year for every 
day since Mr. Burnes’s death, and 20 cents 
per mile traveling fees for his journey from 
Missouri to Washington and return. 
He also 
takes an allowance of $125 for stationery and 
a few other perquisites, the total footing up 
aboutj$l,2o0. 
That litlle objection, which 
was so hastily withdrawn, cost the country 
the price of two of the late Rev. Mr. 
Beecher's ablest lectures. 
Our government 
is great nud generous and the country rich, 
but after all it can hardly afford to make it­ 
self ridiculous by indulging such humbug- 
gery and fraud as this. 
The Governor of a 
state should lie given the appointing power 
over a vacancy in Cougress, whenever it oc­ 
curs within three or four months of the close 
of a term, and allowed full discretion as to 
whether it shall be filled or not.

FORTY-EIGHT YEARS AGO. 


A copy of the New York Tribune of June 
16, 1841, kindly furnished m by ex County 
Clerk Tibb:ils of this city, shows howjslow 
were the processes of news-gathering in the 
first half of the century. 
President Harrison 
liad then been dead two months and twelve 
days, but this number furnishes a full report 
of the speech delivered by Gen. Lewis Cuss, 
then Minister to France, at a meeting of 
American citizens in Puris on the 10th of 
May, in vindication of the dead President 
from aspersions cast upon Harrison’s militaiy 
character 
and achievements 
during the 
preceding political campaign by 
news­ 
papers 
of 
Cass's 
own 
party. 
Thirty-six 
days 
elapsed 
between the 
death of the President and the delivery of the 
speech, and thirty-seven between the delivery 
and its receipt and publication in New York. 
In these days of telegraphs and cables the 
speech would be in process of “ setting up ’* 
in type while it was yet falling from his lips, 
and would be upon the streets for sale with­ 
in fifteen minutes after the utterance of the 
last sentence. And the eulogy itself would 
be in process of delivery while the funeral 
services on this side of the Atlantic were yet 
in progress. 
An editorial by Mr. Greeley on the retire­ 
ment of Martin VanBuren from the Presi­ 
dency also occupies a place in the issue, 
though Mr. VanBuren had been out of office 
nearly two months and a half. 
The provo­ 
cation for this article was a complimentary ad­ 
dress by the Democratic members of the New 
Tork Legislature to Mr. VanBuren in which 
his economy is praised and the fact that he 
turned “over to bis successors a considerable 
balance of available funds” is duly com­ 
mented upoD.

stead claimed that these b ees were an annoy­ 
ance to him. as weli as to others who resided 
in the vicinity. 
The insects entered the 
houses, 
oftentimes 
slinging 
the inmates. 
During 
certain 
portions 
of

yeur 
they were uncleanly, soiling clothes hung out 
to dry and iu other ways made themselves, as 
Olmstead considered, a uuisance.

formed Rich, who paid no attention to it. 
A notice was served upon him to remove the 
same.

Olmstead b rought an 
action in the Supreme Court, on the ground 
that the b c*es were a nuisar.ee.

THE IMPR OVEMENT OF CR IMINALS. 


Phy sirul E x ercise I* A dv ocated-S om e In ­ 
terestin g Fact* Stated. 
The report of the New-York State R e­ 
formatory at E lm ira contains some interest­ 
ing facts regarding the improvement, m oral­ 
ly, of crim inals b y physical exercise. In that 
institution when "cessation of productive 
lab or in peual institutions” was ordered a 
regimental organization was formed and the 
men drilled in m ilitary taciics from five to 
eight hours per day. 
They carried wooden 
guns of the same weight as those used in the 
Stale m ilitary service. 
It proved an excel­ 
lent sub stitute for "productive lab or as a re­ 
formative means, riveting the attention of the 
men and giving them healthful physical ac­ 
tion. ” 
It has b een shown that it is detrim en­ 
tal to confine men in county jails w ithout 
giving them work. 
T here is nothing to oc­ 
cupy a prisoner’s attention except, perhaps, 
card playing, and instead of im proving he 
will likely leave the jail worse than when he 
entered. 
Silas Saxton, Superintendent of the 
Poor of Ulster County, claims that the insane 
are much im proved, physically and m entally, 
b y working on the farm .

the ice has nearly disappeared from the 
Hudson. 
The first tow from this port will consist of 
b oats and b arges that were laden with ice the 
past winter. 
,Tb p ice on the Hudson north of the ‘‘Long 
Dock,” Saugerties, b roke off and moved with 
the tide Monday afternoon. 
Small b oats 
were used to convey passengers, mails and 
express m atter across the River. 
The ferry- 
lioat Air Line was warped into its slip at the 
"L ong D ock,” Saturday. 
Navigation will b e resumed b etween New­ 
b urgh and N ew -Y ork the latter part of this 
week if the weather continues warm , in 
which event the propeller Newb urgh, of the 
Ilom er Ramsdell Transportation Company, 
will leave New-York on Friday afternoon at 
5 o’clock. 
The officers of the propeller Daniel 8. Mil­ 
ler, running b etween Poughkeepsie and New 
York, have b een notified that unless cold 
weather sets in again, they will b e expected 
on the b oat ou W ednesday, when it will b e­ 
gin m aking regular trips. 
At Hudson the ice on the River is weak 
and will no loDger b ear the weight of a per­ 
son.

SOME ONE IS BOUND TO BE STUNG. 


An Io ta re itla c B tr C»*e—T be Lawyer* W ill 
G et th e H ooey. 
This forenoon. In Kingston, Engineer E. 
B. Cod wise unrolled a map which was re­ 
garded with interest. 
Mr. Codwise said: 
“ This is a map of a portion of Hobart, Dela­ 
ware County. 
It was made to enlighten a 
jury and the Court during the trial of what 
is known as the ‘Bee Case’ in that County. 
W hat makes the case interesting is the fact 
that it is the first case of the kind ever known 
to be tried in the United States.” The case 
Mr. Codw ise referred to is that of John M. 
Olmstead against a man named Rich. 
Both 
parties reside in Hobart, their houses being 
about 50 feet apart. 
A short distance in the 
rear of the house of Rich was an apiary con­ 
taining about 20 hives of honey bees. 
Olm­ 
stead claimed that these bees were an annoy­ 
ance to him, as well as to others who resided 
in the vicinity. 
The insects entered the 
houses, 
oftentimes stinging the inmates. 
During 
certain 
portions 
of the 
year 
they were uncleanly, soiling clothes hung out 
to dry and iu other ways made themselves, as 
Olmstead considered, a nuisance. 
He in­ 
formed Rich, who paid no attention to it. 
A notice was served upon him to remove the 
same. 
Rich refused. 
Olmstead brought an 
action in the Supreme Court, on the ground 
that the liees were a nuisar.ee. 
The case was 
tried at Delhi, in 1887, aud resulted iu a de­ 
cision in favor of Olmstead. 
Since then it 
is said that the Bee Keepers’ Association, 
fe.triug the lice industry, where carried on in 
villages, will be injured, have decided to aid 
Rich in contesting the case on appeal. 
An 
appeal has been laken to the General Term 
of the Supreme Court, and however decided 
there, will undoubtedly be taken to the Court 
of Appeals. 
Owing to the raritv of this 
kind of notion, it is likely to be considered 
c iuna celebre.

P hysical E ierrisii I» A d v o cated —Some In ­ 
ferential; Fact» Stated. 
The report of the New-York State Re­ 
formatory nt Elm ira contains some interest­ 
ing facts regarding the improvement, m oral­ 
ly, of criminals by physical exercise. In that 
institution when “ cessation of productive 
labor in peual institutions” was ordered a 
regimental organization was formed aud the 
men drilled in m ilitary tactics from five to 
eight hours per day. 
They carried wooden 
guns of (he same weight as those used in the 
State military service. 
It proved an excel­ 
lent substitute for “ productive labor as a re­ 
form ative means, riveting the attention of the 
men and giving them healthful physical ac­ 
tion. ” 
It lias beeu shown that it is detrim en­ 
tal to confine men in county jails without 
giving them work. 
There is nothing to oc­ 
cupy a prisoner’s attention except, perhaps, 
card playing, and instead of improving he 
will likely leave the jail worse than when he 
entered. 
Silas Saxton, Superintendent of the 
Poor of Ulster County, claims that the insane 
are much improved, physically and mentally, 
by working on the farm.

An O ld S oldier’* Story of th e 
Ce vali v. 
“ Do I believe in presentiments ? ” said a 
Kingston man. to-day, in answer to a ques­ 
tion. 
“ I cannot say tlrat I have very great 
faith, aud yet I have known strange things to 
occur. 
D uring the w ar i was a member of 
the Second New-York, known as the Harris 
L ight Cavalry. 
Several times men in that 
Regiment had presentiments of their fate 
days before battles occurred. 
I bave known 
them to come true. 
One case in particular 
made a decided impression upon me. 
One 
of the members of my Company was Jam es 
Slygles, of Verm ont. 
He was what we 
termed a splendid fellow—whole souled, in­ 
telligent and brave. 
He was a fine shot, a 
good rider, and bad those physical qualities 
which enabled him to withstand the hard­ 
ships 
of 
a soldier’s 
life. 
His Captain 
had 
confidence 
in 
him, 
and 
what 
ever 
the 
responsibility 
of 
success­ 
fully 
carrying out 
a dangerous under­ 
taking devolved upon the Captain, Stygles 
was invariably detailed to take part iu the 
expedition. 
Our regiment in ’62 was com ­ 
manded by Judson Kilpatrick. 
Kilpatrick 
was my ideal of an officer. 
He had been 
educated at West Point. 
He came to the 
regiment with the laurels of Big Bethel battle 
still fresh upon him, was enthuiastic, full of 
ambition to make a famous record for him ­ 
self and regim ent.and we believed whereever 
he led we would conquer. 
With this disposi­ 
tion on the part of the regiment and its com­ 
mander, it was in the nature of things that 
we should have plenty of work and plenty of 
fighting. 
Kilpatrick desired to lead and the 
olficers of other regiments had no objection 
to his taking the lead where hard blows and 
work were anticipated. It was just before the 
second Bull Run. 
The Harris Light Cavalry 
had been stationed for days watching the 
upper fords of the Rappahannock to notifv 
General Pope, should the confederates cross. 
While picketing at Sulpher Springs, Jackson 
took his corps further up the River, crossed, 
marched with speed north of Bull Run Moun­ 
tain, passed through Thoroughfare Gap and 
proceeded to Maiuvsscs .Function. 
General 
Pope started in pursuit. 
Our Regiment had 
stretched out far enough upon the path of 
Jackson to pick up stragglers, and we were 
in excellent spirits, hoping soon to plunge in 
combat to emerge therefrom covered with 
glory and newspaper notoriety, which would 
quickly make us heroes. 
The Harris Light 
Cavalry passed through the oeautiful village 
cf Warrenton and followed close to the line 
of the mountain to Haymarket. 
Though a 
hot summer’s day, much of the route lay 
through woods,which shaded us from the sun, 
and we enjoyed the ride, laughing and jok­ 
ing 
along 
the 
way. 
It 
was noticed 
that Slyales looked crave—something un­ 
usual for him. 
W hen spoken to by his com 
panions, he became serious and told us that 
something was heavy on his mind, a present 
iment he could not rid himself of, that be 
would die soon.

had ordered a bell of a man in Amsterdam. 
He wrote that he sent “ a church bel] with a 
clapper” for the “ congregation of Jesus 
Christ of Kingston.” 
He had tolled it sev­ 
eral times and it sounded good. 
Wlieu the 
bell readied Kingston it. “ was unpacked with 
great care, raised to its appointed place and 
hung with all the skill of their best w orkman. 
When it was tolled, however, great disap­ 
pointment was depicted op every countenance 
and tlie unanimous verdict was that jt was 
good for nothing, that any piece of iron 
would sound as well.” 
Many consultations 
and 
much 
discussion 
was 
had 
over 
the matter. 
It was concluded at one time to 
send the hell back. 
Colonel Rutgers, how­ 
ever, suggested that it should be hung on a 
crooked axis. 
The hanging was changed ac 
cordiugly. 
T hat sqlvefi tfie difficulty. “ A f­ 
ter the change the old sexton could bring suf­ 
ficient strength upon the bell to give the nec­ 
essary force to the clapper, and bring forth 
the loud and full mellow tones of one of the 
best bells ever hung in America. 
Then the 
old burghers became satisfied and smoked 
their pipes with comfort.”

As far north as Turkey Point the Hudson is 
full of broken ice. 
The ferryboat Transport 
was delayed about 20 minutes on its first trip 
this morning, 
owing to huge cakes that 
obstructed its passage. 
In the Rondout Creek, near W ilbur, the 
ice has begun breaking and all dav large 
eqkes have floated out into the Hudson. 
There was a high tide and swift current. 
Boatmen are of the opinion that if the pre 
sent weather continues a few days longer the 
Hudson River will De practically clear and 
navigation will be resumed. 
So far as the 
passenger and freight boats that run between 
Ifondout and New-York are concerned no 
date has been set for them to resume their 
routes, aud there will probably not be until 
the ice has uearly disappeared from the 
Hudson. 
The first tow from this port will consist of 
boats and barges that were laden with ice the 
past winter.

SOME THINGS TO BE UNDERSTOOD. 


Inaugutatiou day does not furnish a titling 
occasion for the display of partisan views, 
and it would have lieen improper for Presi­ 
dent Harrison to five expression to sentiments 
that would crate harshly upon the car ot his 
prcdeci s < r 
Yet he found before him a na­ 
tion creator than any occasion, and he was 
forced to assert certain principles that lie at 
Hie very foundations of justice and right. 
On these matters he did not refrain from 
a peaking plainly, and it will lie well for the 
people to take them into serious study and 
consideration. 
For the new President is a 
man who docs not conceive that the duties of 
his office are "m erely executive.” 
He I*- 
lieves on the contrary that they stand in inti­ 
mate relation to every right and the entire 
welfare of all the people. 
He reminds the country, for instance, that 
slavery is cone, and with it the last obstacle 
to the establishment of an American system 
of protection, national in its scope and lieno 
fits. 
He discerns that the hostility of certain 
persons and interests to the protective system 
is founded on the old slavery prejudice and a 
lingering fondness for the condition of affairs 
that slavery produced. 
These men and their 
interests are given notice that that they are 
in tile way of national progress, and that 
they must prepare for the coming of those 
diversified industries that are sure to call into 
political activity ev ey vote without regard 
to race, for the protection of the whole- 
G.-u. Harrison is quite as aggressive in his 
declaration of a protective policy in this in 
augural address, as Mr. Cleveland was in his 
opposition to that policy in his last message 
to Congress. 
And with a Congress Kepubli 
can in both Houses, and with four years la- 
fore him in which to urge and impress these 
views, it is safe lo assume that there is going 
to la- such tariff legislation under his admin 
istration a* will satisfactorily settle the reve­ 
nue question, at least in its relations to the 
industries of the country, for the next twenty 
years. 
Then there is a hint to the Solid South in 
relation to the suffrage that the present polit 
leal masters of thnt section will do well to 
heed. 
The President is not going to have 
any special executive policy for any see 
lion of our country." 
The laws that are 
good enough for the nation are good enough 
for the South. 
The right of suffrage which 
is the foundation of the governm ent is as 
much the right of Southern as of Northern 
men. and it is to la- im partially upheld ever} 
w here. 
And he reminds them that the 
slitu'ion has given Congress a jurisdiction 
over the election of Representatives which 
has not yet been exercised, hut lie adds sig 
ni Meant Iv that "no power vested in Congress 
or in the executive should remain unused up’ 
on occasion,” and he insists that a pro|ier 
occasion for such exercise w ill lie presented 
whenever it is necessary to preserve the purity 
of the suffrage. 
The South will learn from 
this that ii man is in the Presidency who pro 
poses to have a fair vote even if lie has to en 
force the law ns Grant enforced it. 
He is a 
soldier, ami knows the proper use and proper 
lim itations of the m ilitary power.

T he e are a goal many honorable and useful

and more generous pension system is advisal. 
Hut there is no need of breaking dowu our 
tariff or seriously injuring any domestic in 
duslry, and from tfiie day forth the surplus is 
not to lie used as a club for lieatiug the 
workingm en or menacing capital invested in 
m anufactures. 
On the whole. President H arrison’s inaugu 
ral makes an excellent platform for the Re 
publican uarty to stand upou. 
It is broad, 
square urn! firm. It covers the w hole ground. 
There is not a line iii it which a single Re­ 
publican 
cannot 
endorse, 
or which is 
not in consonance w ith the |x>licy and beliefs 
of the

Harrison is going to be a Republican Pres!

Physical Ksarrla* I* A ilfo r sln l Home In­ 
tr rattin g Part* HI at «*<i. 
The report of Hie New-York State He- 
formatory lit Elmira conlains some interest­ 
ing facts regarding the improvement, moral­ 
ly, of criminals by physical exercise. In that 
institution when “ cessation of productive 
labor in peual institutions” wus ordered a 
regimental organization was formed aud tile 
men drilled in military ladies from five lo 
eight hours |ier day.

guns of the same weight as those uses I in the 
State military service. 
It proved an excel­

will likely leave the jail worse than when he 
entered. 
Silas Saxton, Hu|ierintcndent of the 
Poor of Ulster County, claims that the insane 
are much Improved, physically and mentally, 
by working on Hie farm.

“ This is a map of a portion of Hobart, Dela 
ware County. 
It was made to enlighten a 
jury aud the Court during the trial of what 
is known as the ‘Bee Case’ in that County. 
What makes the case interesting is the fact 
that it is the first case of the kind ever known 
to be tried in the United States.” The case 
Mr. Cod*'i*e referred to is that of John M. 
OI inst cad against a man named Rich. 
Both 
parlies reside iu Hobart, their houses being 
about 50 feet apart. 
A short distance in the 
rear of the holist' of Rich was an apiary con­ 
taining about 20 hives of honey bees. 
Olm 
stead claimed that these bees were an annoy 
iince to him, as well as lo others who resided 
in the vicinity. 
The insects entered the 
houses, 
oftentimes stinging the inmates. 
During 
certain 
portions 
of the 
year 
they were uncleanly, soiling clothes hung out 
to dry and iu other way* made themselves, as 
Olms tend considered, a nuisance. 
He in­ 
formed Rich, who paid no attention to it. 
A notice was served upon him to remove the 
same. 
Rich refused. 
Olmstead brought on 
action in th" Supreme Court, on the ground 
that the k t s were a uuisar.ee. 
The case was 
tried at Delhi, in 1887, aud resulted iu a de­ 
cision in favor of Olmstead. 
Since then it 
is said that the Bec Keepers’ Association, 
fearing the lice industry, where carried on in 
villages, w ill he injured, have decided to aid 
Rich in contesting the case on appeal 
An 
appeal has bein taken to the General Term 
of the Supre me Court, and however dreidel!

An Old Sold ier’s Story o f lh* Late W a r - 
C a v a liv . 
“ Do I believe in presentiments I ” said a 
Kingston man. to day, in answer to a ques 
lion. 
“ I cannot say that I have very great 
faith, aud yet I have known strange things to 
occur. 
During the war I was a nicmU-r of 
the Second New-York, known as the Harris 
Light Cavalry. 
Several times men in that 
Regiment had presentiments of their fate 
days before battles occurred. 
I have known 
them to come true. 
One case in particular 
made a decided impression upon mc. 
One 
of the members of my Company was James 
Slygles, of Vermont. 
Ile was what we 
termed a splendid fellow—whole souled, in­ 
telligent and brave. 
He was a fine shot, a 
good rider, and had those physical qualities 
w hich enabled him to withstand the barti­ 
san* 
of a soldier’s lilt*. 
His Captain 
had 
confidence 
In 
him, 
and 
what 
ever 
the 
responsibility 
of 
success­ 
fully carrying out a dangerous under­ 
taking devolved upon the Captain, Stygies 
was in variably detailed to take part in the 
expedition. 
Our regiment in '62 was com 
manded by Judson Kilpatrick. 
Kilpatrick 
was my ideal of un officer. 
He had been 
educated at West Point. 
He came to the 
regiment with the laurels of Big Bethel battle 
still fresh upon him, was enthulastic, full of 
ambition to make a famous record for him 
self and regiment.and we believed wbercever 
he led we would conquer. 
With this disposi­ 
tion on the part of lite regiment and lls com­ 
mander, it was in the nature of things that 
we should have plenty of work and plenty of 
fighting. 
Kilpatrick desired to lead and the 
officers of other regiments had no objection 
to his taking the lead Where hard blows ana 
work w ere anticipated.

As far north as Turkey Point the Hudson is 
full of broken ice. Tile ferryboat Transoort 
was delayed aliout 20 minutes on its first trip 
this morning, owing to huge cakes that 
obstructed its passage. 
In the Rondout Creek, near Wilbur, the 
ice has liegun breaking and all day large 
cakes have floated out into the Hudson. 
There was a high tide and swift current. 
Boatmen are of tile opinion that if the pre­ 
sent weather continues a few days longer the 
Hudson River will De practically clear and 
navigation will he resumed. 
Bo far as the 
passenger and freight boats that run between 
Rondout and Now-York are concerned no 
date bas been set for them to resume their 
routes, and there will probably not be until 
the ice has nearly disappeared from the 
Hudson. 
The first tow from this port will consist of 
boats and barges (hut were laden with Ice the 
past winter. 
.The ice on the Hudson north of the “ Long 
Dock,” Saugerties, broke off and moved with 
the tide Monday afternoon. 
Small boats 
were used to convey passengers, mails and 
express matter across the River, 
The ferry- 
lioat Air Line was warped into its slip at the 
“Long Dock,” Saturday. 
Navigation will be resumed between New ­ 
burgh and New-York the latter part of this 
week if the weather continues warm. in 
which event the propeller Newburgh, of the 
Homer Ramsdell Transportation Company, 
will leave New-York on Friday afternoon at 
5 o'clock. 
The officers of the propeller Daniel 8. Mil­ 
ler, running between Poughkeepsie and New- 
York. have been notified that unless cold 
weather sets in arain, they will be expected 
on the Unit ou Wednesday, when it will be­ 
gin making regular trips. 
At Hudson the ice on the River Is weak 
and will no longer hear the weight of u per 
son.
